Group I. Claims 1-16, drawn to antibodies, cell lines 
producing said antibodies, and a method of treating disease with 
'Said antibodies, classified for example in Classes 530, 435 and 
424, subclasses 388.73, 240.27, and 153,1, respectively. 

Group II. Claims 17 and 18, drawn to a protein antigen, 
classified in Class 530, subclass 350. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Groups I and II are structurally and 
functionally different products which are made by different 
methods and have different uses. The examination of both groups 
would require different searches in the U.S. Patent Shoes and the
